Southbank Centre picks 
up another award 

Southbank Centre's ground-breaking The 
Rest Is Noise festival - based on Alex Ross' 
book exploring the music of the 20th 
century's politics, war and social upheaval

Horniman set

The Horniman Museum and Gardens will use its 
share to create a new display area at the entrance to its historic Natural History Gallery, 
highlighting star specimens from the collection unearthed by its recent Bioblitz review, 
as well as improving physical access to the original 1901 gallery. The display will have a

history of natural science collecting and of the Horniman itself. The Horniman Museum 
and Gardens aims to open the new display in spring 2015.

Long-term Wandsworth resident Gordon Ramsay has 
recently opened two restaurants to much fanfare in 
south London, could he be sparking a culinary trend? 


L ong-time south London 
resident Gordon Ramsay 
recently opened his 26th 
restaurant worldwide - 
London House, which opened 
in Battersea Square at the beginning 
of February. Prior to that, he launched 
Union Street Cafe, on the corner of 
Great Suffolk Street and Union Street 
near Southwark tube station. But why 
the sudden shift south? 

'It's always really exciting to open 
a new restaurant/ says Gordon. 'As 
a group we must be one of the most 
varied, and that's what drives me and 
the team. London House is particularly 
exciting as it is so close to home. South 
London has always been such a huge 
part of my life as I've always lived here 
since moving to London over 25 years 
ago, when I got my first London job at 
[Marco Pierre White's Bellevue Road 
restaurant] Harvey's.' 

Union Street Cafe was initially set 
to be a joint business venture between 
Gordon and his pal David Beckham ('He's 


going to be my sous chef', Gordon had 
initially joked), but Beckham bolted when 
he realised he and the head chef had very 
different visions. The duo are still said to 
be looking into opening a pie-and-mash 
shop together and Becks was snapped 
inspecting a site in Bermondsey last year. 

But I digress... Union Street Cafe 
serves up Italian-influenced dishes 
prepared in an open, theatre-style kitchen 
with a daily changing menu. Head Chef 
Davide Degiovanni was born and raised 
in Northern Italy, but started his culinary 
career in Soho as chef de partie at the 
one Michelin-starred Picasso Room at 
L'Escargot in 2002, working up the ranks 
with spells at the Baglioni Hotel in 
Kensington, the one Michelin-starred 
Locanda Locatelli and the Amaranto 
Restaurant at the Four Seasons Hotel in 
Mayfair, among other great restaurants. 

Expect fresh, seasonal produce from 
nearby Borough and Maltby Street 
markets as well as artisan ingredients 
from the Mediterranean, served up in the 
warehouse-chic surrounds influenced by

the building's industrial past. Typical 
dishes include scorfano alia livornese and 
polenta gratinata, polpo with braised 
chickpeas and Calabrian 'nduja, and 
saltimbocca di vitello, marsala and fried 
zucchini. There's a rather funky cocktail 
bar in the basement too with awfully cool 
street art by local artists adorning the 
walls and high-backed, cosy armchairs. 

London House has gone for a more 
Modern European offering with a 
market-driven menu by Irish born 
Head Chef Anna Haugh-Kelly. Prior to 
taking the new role at Gordon Ramsay 
Restaurant Holdings, Anna was already 
working in Battersea for Rocket Food 
Events. Before that she'd worked in two 
of London's most thrilling two Michelin- 
star restaurants: Pied a Terre with Shane 
Osborn and at Philipp Howard's 
exceptional The Square. Launch dishes at 
the new restaurant include tortellini filled 
with scallop and crab with black radish 
and a crab broth, roast haunch of 
venison with cauliflower puree, and lentil 
ragout and frozen nougatine with 
poached rhubarb. 

One can't help but wonder, as 
Gordon's newest protege, what it's like 
working with one of the world's fiercest 
restaurant critics. Has Anna ever seen 



the truly explosive side to Gordon? 

She smiles broadly: Truly, I can say, 
never. Yes, he likes to get things down 
and has a lot on his plate. He expects 
answers in seconds rather than minutes 
and can't abide fluff or carelessness. 
Really, he's so different when not on the 
TV screen - he's simply a food obsessed 
perfectionist who is great company and 
adores his family. 

'Gordon will always suggest tweaks 
and has the ultimate say on how a dish 
should be, he's remarkably hands-on 
and I'm happy with that.'

Your name’s not down, but you can come in... How the 
no-booking policy has ignited London’s foodie scene 


T t's just after noon, somewhere 

deep in the heart of Soho, and I'm 
waiting for my lunch. Not, I might 
add, sitting comfortably on a 
decent chair, glass of wine at my 
right hand. Rather stood in a long and 
sinuous queue, shivering, while attacked 
by a mean grey drizzle. 

Now this is not a normal situation. 

I have the concentration of a bluebottle, 
and the patience of a sugar-crazed 
toddler. And when it comes to 
restaurants. I'm a fan of an old- 
fashioned system called 'booking'. 

But things are different now. Hence 
my half-hour alfresco for a taste of 
proper smoked ribs and brisket in 
Soho's magnificent Pitt Cue. They don't 
take bookings, and I'm not alone in my 
adoration. Hence the queue. And it's not 
just Pitt Cue who have thrown away the 
reservations book. All over London, 
you'll find long lines of hardy eaters, 
happy to endure the elements for one 
bite of the capital's hottest new joint. 

One of the first places in London, a 
decade back, to operate this policy was 
the ever-wonderful Anchor and Hope in 
Waterloo. I remember being utterly 
baffled when ringing up to grab a table, 
only to be told to turn up and try my 
luck. I did, fell in love with the food 
(no-nonsense meaty magnificence) and 
now think nothing of waiting my turn. 
The same's true of the redoubtable 
Bibendum Oyster Bar in South 
Kensington. On Saturdays, the wait 
could be longer than an hour. But the 
native oysters and crab salads were so 



I have the concentration 
of a bluebottle and the 
patience of a sugar-crazed 
toddler, but some things 
are worth the wait 

splendid that, somehow, the wait 
whizzed by. Still does. 

I'd also happily loiter for a seat at 
Meat Liquor in Marylebone, home of 
serious hot dogs and vast, juice-dribbling 
burgers. I worship Barrafina in Soho, 
some of the best Spanish food you'll 
ever taste (pictured). Down the street is 
Koya, home of the best udon noodles 


west of Tokyo. And around the corner 
are those ramen warriors, Tonkotsu and 
Bone Daddies, where I am happy to 
populate the pavement to get my fix. 

And this is the point. I usually hate 
waiting about, but some places are so 
exciting that there is no other option. 

The restaurant 10 Greek Street offers 
Modern European magnificence; Polpo, 
Spuntino and Mishkins (just three of 
Russell Norman's wonderful mini-empire) 
never fail to please; plus Pizza Pilgrims, 
Honest Burgers, Patty & Bun, Lucky 
Chip, Grillshack and Chicken Shop. 

None accept bookings. But I love them 
all. My advice - avoid peak times, and do 
pack some patience. As I said, some 
things are ALWAYS worth the wait.

Streatham born Sir Norman Hartnell put the UK fashion industry on the map. 
Hannah Lawrence discovers a collection inspired by the elegance of Art Deco 




S ir Norman Hartnell was the 
man responsible for putting 
British fashion on the map 
and challenging Paris' couture 
supremacy, and now, the 
Hartnell name is set to carve a niche 
in the interiors world too. 

Born and bred in Streatham, 
Hartnell's influence in the fashion world 
was such that in 1977 he became the 
'First Knight of Fashion'. He hailed 
from publican parents - the owners 
of Streatham Hill's very own Crown 
& Sceptre - and though he died in 
1979, his legacy of luxury and elegance 
continues to live on through the new 
Hartnell Home collection, set to launch 
at East Dulwich boutique lifestyle store 
Roullier White. 

Since his death Hartnell has become 
a byword for beauty and elegance due to 
his detailed and intricate designs. 

As the designer responsible for Queen 
Elizabeth's world renowned Coronation 
dress, a gown adorned with 10,000 seed 
pearls and thousands of white crystal 
beads, Hartnell was the highest name 
in quality and sophistication. The range 
itself certainly reflects both the elegance 
and quality of Hartnell's designs by 
offering high quality classic style, but 
this time it is specifically designed with 
the modern home in mind. 

The collection's designer Neill Bustin 
told us. Tor me the name Sir Norman 
Hartnell is synonymous with a style 
I refer to as quietly elegant. He seemed 
to embrace this not only in his fashion 
collections but in his lifestyle too. When 
researching Hartnell it became obvious 
quite early on that his style 
and his attention 
to detail in all 
aspects of his life 
and work would 
translate very 
clearly into 
a collection 
for the home 
The extensive 
Hartnell archive 


Hartnell is synonymous 
with a style I refer to as

The range is characterised by several 
key themes. The first being its mirrored 
furniture pieces which add glamour and 
an immediate sense of space as a result 
of their reflective properties. Smoked 
oak tables and chests of drawers are 
another characterising feature, these 
pieces, inspired by original 1920s 
designs and featuring beautifully 
stylised metal handles, are solidly built 
pieces of statement furniture which 
draw on classic deco shapes.

With spring on the horizon, the finest British lamb is soon to feature on many a 
menu. In celebration, William Skildesky finds five of south London’s finest roasts

THE CROOKED WELL 

16 Grove Lane, Camberwell SE5 8SY; 020 7252 7798 
The term 'gastropub' scarcely does this place 
justice; a more accurate moniker might be 
'serious restaurant with pub-like features'. Replete 
with chandeliers and velvet banquettes, local 
celebs Florence Welch and Erin O'Connor are 
regulars. Sunday lunch is a particular highlight. 
The meat is from William Rose in East Dulwich 
and many of the dishes are shared - roast chicken 
with all the trimmings, including pigs in blankets 
(£28), as well as a spectacular rack of lamb for 
two, served with spiced aubergine and tzatziki 
(£40). There are also single-portion pork and beef 
roasts; the topside beef, cooked overnight with 
laser-like precision in the kitchen's computerised 
oven, is always impeccably pink. 

'Roasts have always been very important to 
my family and we wanted to make them a focus,' 
co-founder Hector Skinner says. 'We want 
coming here for Sunday lunch to be as close 
to home as possible.' 


TOASTED 

* 36-38 Lordship Lane, SE22 8HJ; 020 86939021 
This restaurant and wine bar has quickly 
established itself as one of south London's 
hottest destinations. Michael Hazelwood's 
seasonally inspired, innovative cooking 
has impressed critics and punters alike. 
The Sunday roast is in keeping with the 
overall vibe: meat is procured from The 
Butchery in Forest Hill - rare breed and 
of impeccable provenance - cuts include 
short ribs of beef, brisket and suckling pig, 
the meat is typically given an initial sear 
on the plancha grill before hitting the 
wood-fired oven, and trimmings include 
parley root mash or roasted beets. 


THE SYLVAN POST 

* 24-28 Dartmouth Road SE23 3XU; 020 8291 5712 
This relaxed boozer, housed in a 
former post office, is known for its 
craft beers and Sunday lunches (£12). 
The kitchen source ingredients 
carefully and prepare everything fresh. 

'We try to get the little touches right,' 
says sous chef Jon Phillips. Pork is 
outdoor reared, while the beef is aged 
for 21 days. Meats are marinated before 
cooking - beef in English mustard and 
sea salt, pork belly in caraway seeds 
and garlic. Chicken is brined for two 
days in salt and ale, gravy is made using 
freshly prepared stock and the potatoes 
are cooked in dripping from the 
roasting joints. The half-roast chicken 
is particularly recommended - it's a 
winning combination of juicy and crispy.

Photographer Ed Bing and his partner 
Emily opened this cosy bar and 
kitchen four years ago with the aim 
of creating a relaxed, welcoming place 
that would become a cornerstone of 
Brockley life. And they've succeeded: 
the Orchard's loyal, predominantly 
local clientele value it as a place 
to drink, eat or simply hang out. 
Sundays are especially popular and 
the substantial roasts are part of 
the reason. (Although the wickedly 
spicy bloody Marys are another key 
attraction.) 

The Sunday menu, which changes 
regularly, currently features roast 
chicken, pork belly and sirloin 
of beef, while for vegetarians there's 
a potato-and-cheese filled 'homity pie'. 
The meat is sourced from W Bunting, 
a much-loved family butcher just off 
the Old Kent Road, and everything is 
prepared on the premises. Particular 
care evidently goes into what 
accompanies the roasts; the diced root 
veg and Savoy cabbage that came with 
my beef sirloin were a sweet, buttery 
delight, and gave the whole dish an 
appealing sense of freshness. And 
the towering Yorkshire puddings 

- 'the biggest in south east London' 

- are very impressive too. 


JOANNA’S

An outpost of New York sophistication 
in hilly SE19 - replete 
with superb views of 
the city from its 
window tables - this 
family-run restaurant 
has been a fixture of 
Crystal Palace life since 
opening in 1978. 

Originally an American 
diner, it is now a 
modern brasserie 
whose goal is to serve 
customers simple but 
delicious food in elegant yet unstuffy 
surroundings. On Sundays, the regular 
a la carte menu is boosted by two 
traditional roasts: sirloin of beef 


with Yorkshire pudding (£15) and breast 
and leg of chicken with bread sauce 
(£14). Vegetables 
(sourced from Turnips 
in Borough Market) 
are 'whatever is best 
at the time'; currently 
there's tenderstem 
broccoli and roast 
parsnips. 

Owner William 
Ellner is particularly 
proud of the gravy:

I t was a bustling Friday night at 
Chapters, yet instantly we 
encountered very special, attentive 
service.

My 
companion was very impressed with 
his London Fog - Bison Grass Vodka, 
Apple Sourz, apple juice, fresh ginger 
and cinnamon bitters. He loved its 
clever sweetness, followed by a sour 
aftertaste and I loved my mint and 
cucumber martini. It's very similar to 
the Eastern Standard that the Soho 
House does, but this one has a hint of 
apple juice and it's much rounder. 

The Chapters menu is incredibly well 
thought out. Every dish on it is crafted 
with care and the finest ingredients. 

The atmosphere is casual, the setting 
relaxing, but the food itself heavenly 
and amazingly well priced. 

I started with the Josper-grilled beef 
salad. I suppose I couldn't wait until 
the main. The beef was properly tasty, 
tender and melt-in-the-mouth, and was 
complemented by the freshest leaves 
and gorgeous balsamic onions with 
truffle mayonnaise and Parmesan. The 
salad was edgy. The balsamic onions 
a delicious twist. It was chic, light and 
hearty, all at the same time. 

My companion had a Josper-grilled 


boneless quail with cashew nuts, carrot 
and vanilla puree. He loved the boneless 
aspect and I tasted the tender juiciness 
of the quail. The nuts and the vanilla 
puree gave it a wintry warmth; an 
interesting palette. 

The bread is delivered daily from 
a delicious local bakery. It had the most 
wonderful springy, soft texture, 
flavoursome and comforting. Next we 
shared a really refreshing salad of hand- 
cooked scallops, sugar snap peas and 
an orange and hazelnut dressing. 

My companion had bagged the fillet 
steak with peppercorn sauce, which was 
as perfect as I had remembered it, and 
the dreamy chips - hands down the best 
chips in London. Chapters is known as a 



steak destination because the chef not 
only sources exquisite cuts of meat, the 
best quality that it's possible to find, but 
the Josper oven means cooking it over 
charcoal embers enhances the flavour 
in a really special way. 

I went for a roast chicken breast with 
celeriac puree on a bed of peas and 
broad beans with some perfect potato 
gnocchi that soaked up all the 
deliciousness of the sauce. The chicken 
was tender and juicy. It's incredible 
when you think how Blackheath has 
recently spawned so many ubiquitous 
chains that serve up food that is generic 
and bland for similar prices - all use 
food that is produced in a central 
kitchen. Chapters is couture food at 
high street prices. 

We accompanied our mains with 
some Argentinian Malbec, which goes 
very well with meat. The wine list is 
extensive and contemporary, expertly 
chosen. You can get an excellent bottle 
of wine for £16, and they have a vintage 
cellar if your taste is more particular. 

We wanted a light dessert to share. 
Our waiter recommended the Eton 
Mess, a gorgeous meringue with 
berries, a lifting sorbet and ice cream. 

An evening out is not just about food 
but the experience. We were treated so 
graciously and the food was so special it 
was a lasting high. And Chapters being 
easy on the pocket means that you will 
want to go back soon.

LA RASCASSE 

It may have been nearly three years 
ago, but I'm still reeling from Johnny 
Depp rocking up for a drink at La 
Rascasse while he was filming Dark 
Shadows in Beckenham Place Park. 
From Hollywood to BR3, huh? And 
there I was, wondering if Johnny had 
touched that chair, that glass... did 
he order the Chateauneuf du Pape? 

I can see why he picked this bar. 

As well as fine dining (La Rascasse 
is also a restaurant serving French 
classics such as moules mariniere or 
Chateaubriand), the relaxed, 
contemporary setting is an ambient 
venue for a drink with friends. There 
are even VIP tables available for up 
to 14 if you're celebrating (I wonder 
if Johnny took the VIP option?). 

This really is a French wine lover's

I ’d like to dedicate this review to 

taramasalata. I realise most people are 
not as obsessed with it as I am, but do 
bear with me. For it was a Twitter chat 
with @CapturedRye about the delicious 
blended salmon roe dip that sent me off 
to Koz Restaurant on Lordship Lane. 

I'm always on the hunt for a good 
taramasalata, you see. The Continental 
Deli in Brixton does a good one, but it's 
rather weighty on the garlic side. It's 
definitely a high scorer at Koz. Thick 
with a subtle smoky quality, it's 
peppered with whole salmon roe, which 
pop deliciously in the mouth. Not for 
everyone, but definitely for me. 

For those who haven't dedicated their 
lives to finding the perfect taramasalata, 
you'll be pleased to know this is just one 
tiny element of the hot and cold meze 
selection available at this Mediterranean 
restaurant. We also nibbled our way 
through a fantastic hummous, rich in 
tahini and garlic, a light, fresh cacik 
(yoghurt with cucumber, mint and oil) and 
tabouleh (parsley salad with mint, lemon, 
bulgar and pomegranate seeds), which 
acts as a great palette cleanser after the 
sigara boregi, with feta and spinach 
oozing from the crisp filo pastry. 

Meze is something I'm always tempted 
to fashion into a long, lazy, grazy meal, 
but the grills here are so good we both 


couldn't resist the lamb dishes. I ordered 
the Patlican kebab, aubergine interlaced 
with minced lamb, livened with green and 
red chillies and oregano. It really is good 
-juicy with bold flavours. The side salad, 
though well asssembled, I left untouched. 

I much prefer a clean plate with optional 
sides served separately. But really, it's all 
about that grilled-to-perfection meat. 

For my friend, the Pirzola - marinated 
grilled lamb cutlets - proved a generous 
feast. But she already knew this was a 
good dish, because she's a regular. To 
finish, delicious homemade baklava - 
buttery pastry baked around chopped 
nuts and drizzled in honey. Irresistible.

Borneo has traditionally 
appealed to intrepid 
travellers, attracted by 
the breathtaking scenery 
and array of wildlife 

One company heralding the way is 
YTL Hotels, which opened Gaya Island 
Resort last year. Situated on a small 
island about 10 minutes by boat from 
Kota Kinabalu on the mainland, it's a 
breathtaking place, designed to 
complement, rather than dominate, its 
natural surroundings. Villas have been 
built into the rainforest, as has a 
spectacular treetop spa, and white 


powdery beaches give way to crystal 
waters and a coral reef teeming with 
wildlife beyond. 

The ethos of the resort is to blend 
harmoniously with its natural 
environment, and they take conservation 
very seriously indeed - there's a Marine 
Centre where we were lucky enough to 
see a rehabilitated turtle, Bobby, 
released back into the wild after being 
restored to health by the resort's 
resident marine biologist, Scott. 

There's also resident naturalist, 

Justin, who will take you on a trek 
through the rainforest (a mere two- 
minute walk away from your villa) with a 
running commentary on the fascinating 
array of plants and wildlife. If you're 
lucky, you might spot a proboscis 
monkey, the notoriously shy and rare 
mammal indigenous to Borneo. 

The wildlife isn't restricted to the 
forest, however, and you're just as likely 
to wake up with monkeys hanging out 
on your balcony at the resort as you are 
to find yourself swimming next to a 
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Pamper in paradise 

The spa at Gaya is one of the resort's most 
spectacular assets. Set amongst the tops of the 
rainforest trees, you can relax with the sounds 
of monkeys and tropical birds surrounding you. 
Scrubs and treatments are made by hand, and 
feature ingredients such as fresh ginger, sugar, 
pepper and chilli, for an invigorating - and 
incredibly special - experience. 




turtle. We spotted monitor lizards on the 
beach - to the untrained eye, they look 
quite similar to a crocodile - and there 
was also a family of bearded pigs who 
made beach home while we were there. 

Away from Gaya, there's tons to see 
on the mainland too. There's an 
orang-utan sanctuary in Kota Kinabalu, 
whilst a mountain bike tour through the 
paddy fields is a great opportunity to 
spot more wildlife. Just try to keep your 
eyes on the road, and not on the herds 
of grazing buffalo (a lesson I learnt the 
hard way). 

Riding over Indiana Jones-e sque 
rickety wooden bridges felt incredibly 
adventurous, and you can take a trail 
through villages for a close-up view of 
what life in Borneo is really like. We 
were even invited into a home for tea, 
before heading into the forest to see 
rubber being collected from the trees - 


a painstaking but fascinating process. 

When you've finished exploring 
above ground, make sure you take time 
out to see what's underwater too - 
Borneo's marine life is truly spectacular, 
with luminescent fish dashing in 
between delicate coral reefs, giant clams, 
starfish and seahorses.

Employability skills - do schools really do 
enough? Louise Simpson, Head of Bromley High

RELUCTANT LANDLORDS DECREASING 


T he number of reluctant 
landlords in the private 
rented sector (PRS) is 
falling, according to 
research from the 
Association of Residential Letting 
Agents (ARLA). Over the past three 
months, ARLA member offices have 
reported a decrease from 26% to 21% 
in the proportion of rental property 
coming onto the market because it 
cannot be sold. This also represents a 
sharp drop of 21% on the figure of 
42% recorded last year.

The former police station 
on Lordship Lane has 
been sold The building 
was marketed for sale 
by the Met in October, 
and the sale handled 
by Knight Frank.
